FTE R much Labour and Ex- 
ts pence, have at laſt procured theſe 
excellent Deſigns of Inigo Jones 
for White-hall, from that ingeni- 
ous Gentleman William Emmet of 
Bromley, in the County of Kent, 
e Eſq; from whoſe Original Draw- 
ings the following five Plates are publiſh d, whereby 
he has made a moſt valuable Preſent to the Sons of 
Art. In the Firſt is the General Plan of the Piano 
Nobile, which contains fix Courts ; that next the Park 
is an exact Square of 245 Foot, of each Side are 
two Squares of 250 by 125, being two Squares. 
The Middle Court next the River is 125 by 85, be- 
ing a Diagonal ; and the two Side-Courts this 
Way are ſo proportioned , that the Length and 
Breadth are as 5 to 3. So that here is a Variety of 
excellent Proportions, and all the Apartments are dil- 
poſed either for State or Conveniency, thoſe to the 
River being moſt proper for the Summer Seaſon, 
and thoſe to the Park for Winter, having the South- 
Weſt Sun. I have omitted the Ground Plan, which 
may be eaſily collected from this and the general Sec- 
tion. The ſecond Plate is the Front to the Park, 
where is the Banquetting-Houſe, with a Chapel cor- 
reſponding to it : In the Middle is a noble Entry, af- 
ter the manner of a double Triumphal Arch; the 
Angles are terminated with two lofty Towers of an 
elegant Compoſition, and two Cupola's crown the 
Building. Our Artiche& has dreſs'd the Front with 
the Ionick and Corinthian Orders: In the third is 
the Front to the Thames, the Orders are Doric and 
Tonick, as moſt proper for this Situation, with great 
Variety of Venetian Windows ; the Towers are 
the ſame as in the firſt and in the other Fronts : In 
the fourth is the Front to Charing-Crols, with a noble 
Dorick Arcade; the Superior Order is Jonch, and all 
the Ornaments are beautiful, graceful and ſignificant ; 
the Front to Weſtininſter being the ſame, is here omit- 
ted. In the fifth Plate is the general Section, which 
diſcoyers the three principal Courts, the great Piaz- 
za's, and Height of the different Stories. 


Covent-Garden, p. 20, 21, and 22. 


Have made one ſingle and one double Plate of this 
noble Square, which, for the Grandeur of Deſign, 

is certainly the firſt in Europe. In the firſt Plate is 
the general Plan of the Piazza, the Plan, Section, and 
Weſt Front of that elegant Church, the only Piece the 
Moderns have yet produced, that can admit of a 


juſt Compariſon with the Works of Antiquity, where 


a Majeſtick Simplicity commands the Approbation 
of the judicious. In the double Plate are two Ele- 
vations of the great Piazza Weſtwards, and of the 
Church to the Eaſt; the Aſpect js Antes, the Or- 


der is Tuſcan, Tetraſtile Aveoftile: The Ruſtick Ar- 
cade round the Square is of an excellent Compoſi- 
tion, the Arches are 10 Foot wide, and 20 high, the 
Piers are 4 Foot in Front, which is two Fifths of the 
Arch, and 8 at the Angles; above the Arcade is one 
grand Story and an Attick ; the Windows are dreſod 


with a regular Entablature, in Width are equal to the 


Piers, and two Diameters in Height ; the Attick Win- 
dows are under the Square. It were to be wiſhed 
our Artificers wou'd' obſerve this juſt Proportion in 
Piers and Windows, -which wou'd prevent the Lan- 
thorn Way of Building, ſo much in Practice of late 
Years. | 


The Royal-Exchange, p. 23, 24, and 25. 


HIS Structure was raiſed ſoon after the Fire of 
London, in the Year 1666; and however inferi- 
or to thoſe Pieces of Inigo Fones, yet may very juſt- 
ly claim a Place in this Collection, being the moſt 
conſiderable of this Kind in Europe. I have made 
one ſingle and one double Plate: In the firſt is the 
Plan, containing 205 Foot by 180; the ſecond is the 
principal Front to Cornhill; in the Middle is a Piece 
of the Corinthian Order, with a very bold Arch, and 
two ſmall ones of each Side ; from this riſeth a lofty 
Tower, compos'd of three Orders: The Ruſtick Ar- 
cade in this Building is generally condemn'd by the 
Criticks for having Piers but one fourth of the Arch, 
which renders it weak. | |

1 Have brought the Plans, Section and Elevation of 
this Tower into one Plate, and of this Kind 'tis 
eſteemed one of the beſt in the Kingdom. 


A Deſign for a Church of my Invention, p. 27. 


HE Aſpect of this Church is Proſtile, Hexaſtile, 
Euful:, which by Vitruvius, Palladio, and the 
general Conſent of the moſt judicious Architects, both 
Ancient and Modern, is eſteem'd the moſt beauti- 
ful and uſeful Diſpoſition, being a Medium between 
the Picnaſtile and Areoſiil? ; the firſt being too cloſe, 
and the laſt too open. The Order is Tonick; and in 
one Plate I have given four Deſigns: In the firſt is the 
Plan, where the Cella is 54 by 74, which is a Diago- 
nal Proportion; the Side Walls are ſix Foot thick, 
and with three more for the; Columns, amounts to 
nine Foot, which is one Sixth of 54, and the whole 
Width being 72, the two Walls make one Fourth of 
the ſame. The ſecond Defign is the Side of the 
Church, where I have abſtained from any Ornaments 
between the Columns, which would only ſerve to 
enflame the Expence, and clog the Building. In 
thole admirable Pieces of Antiquity, we find none 
of the trifling, licentious, and inſignificant Orna- 
ments, ſo much affected by ſome of our Moderns. 
The Ancients placed their chief Beauties in the Juſt- 
nels of the Intercolumnations, the preciſe Propor- 
RR tions

tions of the Orders, and the Greatneſs of Parts ; nor 
have we one Precedent either from the Greeks or Ro- 
mans, that they practiſed two Orders, one over a- 
nother, in the ſame Temple in the Outſide, even in 
the moſt conſiderable, much leſs to divide it into lit- 
tle Parts ; and whereas the Ancients were contented 
with one continued Pediment from the Portico to the 
Poſtico, we have now no leſs than three in one Side, 
where the Ancients never admitted any. This Prac- 
tice muſt be imputed either to an entire Ignorance 
of Antiquity, or a Vanity to expoſe their abſurd No- 


velties, ſo contrary to thoſe excellent Precepts in 


Vitruwius, and fo repugnant to thoſe admirable Re- 
mains the Ancients have left us. The third Deſign 
is the Front, where I have alſo abſtained from any un- 
neceſſary Ornaments, the Door is drels'd after the 
beſt Models of Antiquity: The fourth is the Sec- 
tion, which ſhews the Elevation of the Inſide, and 
Manner of the Vaulting; the whole Height is 54, 
equal to the Width, and that being divided into four 
Parts, one of them determines the Height of the 
Vault, and the three other Parts are given to the per- 

ndicular Wall. In the Eaſt End 1 have made a 
F Window, which will ſufficiently illuminate 
the whole Church: Here I have practiſed an Jonick 
Pilaſtrade with Niches, and over them enriched Com- 
partments, |

N this Deſign of my Invention, I have endeavour'd 
to introduce the Temple Beauties in a private 
Building.

It being a Cube of 56 Foot, hereare the Plans of the 
two principal Stories. The firſt is 15, the ſecond is 


13, and the third is 11 Foot high ; the Proportions 


of each Room are all exactly figured in the Plate. In 
the Front the Windows of the firſt Story have Pe- 
diments, the next have Architrave, Frieſe and Cor- 
nice, and the third has Attick Windows, all regu- 
larly dreſt, and at proper Diſtance 5 an Obſervation 
never to be neglected : Here is alſo a handſome Tonick 
Porch ; all the Ornaments are of Roch Abby Stone;

＋ HE Seat of John Hedworth, Eſq; for whom 1 
made this Deſign. In this Plate you have the 
general Plan of the principal Floor, extending 128 
Foot, of which the main Houſe has 64 and 48 Foot 
deep ; the other half is equally divided between the 
Offices of each ſide: The Front is South, and the 
North Proſpect not being very favourable, is the 


Reaſon why I have made no Windows in that fide, 
but to the two Stair-Caſes ; the Windows in the 
firſt Story are withont Pediments, the better to ſet off - 


that of the Door-Caſe, but I have uſed them in the 
ſecond Story. There being ſufficient Space from 
the Windows to the Coines, I have dreſt them with

Have made two Plates of this Deſign : In the firſt 
are the Plans of the two principal Stories ; the firſt 
is raiſed 6 Foot above the Court, where is a ſpacious 
Hall of 60 by 30 Foot, and in Height 21 ; but to 


reſerve a due Proportion, as I have often obſerved, 


tis ſubdivided by 4 Columns into three Parts, ſo as 
the middle becomes a Square : In this Story are four 
very good Apartments, all exactly figured, and two 
pair of winding Stairs.
